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Boys LearnlDK Tradea. 

Dr. Francis A. Walker, the efTi- 
cient and enthusiastic head of the 
Boston Institute of Technology, is re- 
ported to bo doing excellent work in 
tho way of inducing many of the boys 
of that city to become mechanics. 
Tho tondency of boys generally in this 
country especially during tho twenty- 
five years, has been in favor of adopt- 
ing one or tho other of what is called 
tho learned professions, and tho re- 
sult already reached is that, with the 
exception "of tho clergy, the learned 
professions are all overcrowded, and the 
law and medicine, which, in the coun- 
try's earlier days, were broad, straight 
roads to honor and wealth, are no long- 
er so ; indeed, it is only in exceptional 
cases that they are not the narrowest, 
crookedest, roughest and longest road 
of all to fame or riches. They are filled 
to overflowing with young men of fair 
ability, struggling desperately for the 
bare necessaries of life. But the places 
which technically educated mechanics 
should till are generally empty, for the 
mechanics' is not considered a jirofes- 
sioii, ami our hoys have preferred fail- 
uio in a profession to success in the 
workshop. If Dr. Walker or any 
other teacher can convince them that 
mechanics is irSertain road to juos- 
pority, and can induee our boys to 
take to it, he is one of tho greatest 
of public benefactors. Mechanics is 
just such a road in this country, which 
is teeming with all sorts of material to 
be manufactured. It is the highest 
tfchinal education that is required for 
tho proper development of this great 
mass of natural wealth, and the me- 
chanics who have that sort of edu- 
cation will for many years find tho way 
to success an easy one. Such a me- 
chanic nood not work with his bauds, 
hut with his brains: plan schemes, in- 
vent and improve machinery, manufac- 
tories, railroads, mines, furnaces and 
forges, and all that results through 
labor from them.

.\ New Variety of th« Human Race. 

Prof. Bell, of telephone fame, read 
a paper yesterday at the National 
Academy of Sciences on the formation 
of a deaf variety of the human race. 
It wivs an able paper, and showed that 
such a variety is forming undoubt- 
edly, under the law of evolution. But 
one curious error underlay all his re.v 
soiling on the proper measvires to be 
taken in view of the facts presented. 
He as^snmed that deafness is an evil, 
and that the formation of this new 
human variety ought to be stopped. 
Before admitting this assumption, it 
may be well to pause and reflect. 
Are not these persons happier, after 
all, than they would be if they were 
suddenly endowed with hearing? 

Persons who live in cities, at least, 
will agree that there aro to bo heard 
many more disagreeable sounds than 
agreeable ones. It st.ands to reason, 
therefore, that for dwellers in towns 
the state of deafness is on the whole 
desirable. If all sick people were 
deaf, for instance, they would not be 
worried to death by the clanging of 
the church bells. Deaf ladies who 
travel elo not receive a shook to their 
nerves every time another train passes 
or an engine whistles, or a brakeman 
calls out the name of a station. Con- 
sider, too, that deaf people are de- 
livered from listening to the honeyed 
words of the canvasser, male or fe- 
male ; that they ci\nnot hear the 
neighbor who is learning Home, 
Sweet Home, on the cornet, or drum- 
ming l*eek a-boo by the hour on the 
piano. 

But it was as parents that Dr. Bell 
spoke of the deaf, and as parents the 
chief advantage of their peculiarity 
would become manifest,. If the baby 
were a deaf-mute itself, it would never 
cry, and if it did cry, both parents 
would go on sleeping peaceftilly all 
night instead of spending a large part 
of what flhould bo their sleeping hours 
walking the floor. We think this ad- 
vantage alone — at least to 
sullicient to counteract any Mi- 

lages of deafness. Mr. Bell should 
not be too hasty in introducing these 
Ittte power of decision in order to happy deaf-mutes and their offspring 
preserve tho unities of the journal the to the horrors of a hearing existence. —

All sub editoi-s and re- 
porters understand that it is an unjus- 
tifiable impertinence to ask the man- 
aging editor his reasons for not pub- 
lishing any matter submittetl to his 
judgment. Outside writere and 
aspiring amautors rarely seom to 
oompieliend this truth, and their 
trangressions are largely from ignor- 
ance, rather than inattention. The

The 
Journal office is flooded with news- 
papers from Cclora<lo Springs and 
Denver, containing marked articles on 
the Inslitulion imbroglio. The space at 
our disposal will not admit of reprint- 
ing more than one of the many ar 
tides sent us, but we select the one 
which gives the clearest view of the 
situation. All of the papers sent are 
filled with bitter comments on the dis 
graceful proceedings which have late- 
ly taken place at the Institution 
Any one can imagine a meeting of 
the Board of Trustees being enliven- 
ed by a hand to hand fight, caused by 
the pugnacity of the over-zealous 
steward, and the Bubse^inent hnmilia 
lion of the same individual before a 
magistrate. It is hardly necessary to 
repeat what has been so often said be- 
fore, that the interests of the school 
are identical with the interests of the 
people at large throughout the State. 
It is for them to decide whether or 
not they shall be taxed for the 
schooling of children whose proper 
education is neglected in order to 
satisfy iridividiial greed.

We take the following from the 
Daily .Journal : 

" it is with extreme regret that we 
announce the death of Miss Cornelia 
Tiiask, which occurred on Thursday, 
No-vember 22(1, at 12 55 i-.m. Miss 
Traek had been in precarions health 
for several months, but had felt her- 
self able to perform the usual work of 
her school room. Her great love of 
work and deVotion to her classes "and 
pupils enlislM them farther than she 
should have allowed them to do. She 
had been admonished not to overtax 
her strength, and did not realize that 
Hhc was doing so. She was confiiiod 
to her room only six days, but they 
were days of great siifTering. When 
finally- death cuine, she met hini most 
cheetr>i.tiv ii"' glassed away f|ui(3tly. 
Her last nlterfmces wore jirayers f<jr 
speedy deliverance. Her last fore- 
noon was full of expressions of 
Christian faith, and repetition of fa- 
vorite pa.isages of scripture. Few 
persons have had so thorough a knowl- 
edge of the deaf and dumb as Miss 
Trask, and no one has ever had a 
wider range W experience in their in- 
struction. A most valuable teacher 
lias been lost to ns, but she leaves be- 
hind her most excellent evidences of 
the thoronghnosH of ker work. 

" Miss Trask was born in Hartford, 
Ct., in 18:^*. She began work as a 
teacher of Jeafmnles in '.'j'J, in Indi- 
ana, and taught there thjree or fonr 
years; subse'iuenlly she taught in 
New York, and afterwards for a time 
in Memphis, Tenn. In 1859, she was 
employed' In tlie institution in this 
city, V ■ has remained in nc, 

tlve 8<i r since. Hhe was one 

of the moHt thorough and indnstrioiiH 
teachers that the profession of deaf- 
mute instrifciioii has ever known. 

" When It was determined to try 
the experinfent in this institution of 
instructing deaf-mutes in articulation, 
Miss Trasit was chosen on account of 
her ex' 1 ability. The wisdom 

oftho was fully justifiod by 

the resultH of lier work. fShe has pro- 
duced some rtf the best citscs of urii 
onlation among deaf mutes that are 
anywhere Idhii -found. I'robably no 
teacher of deAf^butes ever had a wider 
or more vartbd ran<xe of experience in 
that specialt'y. She had successfully 
mastered the (dgn method, the imita- 
tion method, and the Boll system of 
instruction. She was the first among 
the regular instructors of the deaf 
and dtimb to make an enthusiastic en- 
deavor, to teach lip reading and arti- 
culation, and this she did with woii- 
derful success. Being a teacher in 
this special department, hur death is 
a double loss to the inslitulion, and 
her place will not be easily tilled. 

" Miss Ti'iwk wuH a, member of the 
Baptist Churqli,, and lived a perfectly 
Clirislian lifo, and came to her death 
with perfect resignaiioo, and was en- 
tirely conscious and rational to the 
last moment of her life. She left in- 
structions for m<!s»ttge8 to absent 
friends, and especially to her pupils, 
and closed her life in the utterance of 
a most beautiftil prayer. 

" Her sisters, one from Brooklyn 
and the other from Hartford, Ct., will 
arrive to-night, and until then we will 
not bo able ,to stitte the time of the 
funeral."

"About noon yesterday word was 
received at the Deaf an<i Dumb in- 
stitution to send tho remains of Miss 
Trask, who dietl on Thursday, to her 
old homo and residence of her rela- 
tives at Hartford, (Jonn. Before the 
remains wora taken away, Dr. Gillet 
assembled t,he ))upil8 in the chapel, 
where appropriate service was held 
and a last fitrewell taken of a beloved 
frifend and teacher. Uev. B. F. Simp 
son conducted the exercises. He read 
tho 23d psalm and the 14th chapter of 
John, two f passages of tho de- 

ceased. 11 • a few very ap- 

propriate remarks and offered a fer- 
vent prayer. Dr. Gillet Uien re|>eAted 
" There is a Fountain tilled with 
Blood," to the pn))ils in the sign lan- 
guage. ThiH wait A favorite hymn 
with SlisA T''ask4 and she repeated the 
first verse of it on her death bod. 
Besides tho teachers and pupils, 
there were ouly a few (jf tho most 
intimote friends present. The re- 
mains were ««jnt to Hartff^rd, Conn., 
where the fnoeral services will be held 
and the remai^8 inlerre<l. The teiudi- 
ers of this inU.itution have telegraph- 
ed to the teachers of the Hartford in- 
dtitutivn U} get the flowers for them to 
l>e used in tlie Viurial ceremony, as a 
token of their love for one with whom 
they have wfwked so long." 

The death of Miss Cornelia Trask 
oast a heavy pall of gloom over a largo 
household. It was Hvo minutes befr)re 
one o'clock in tho afternoon. Tho 
pupils were standing in line, awaiting 
tho shrill whistle over thf. engine 
house U> signal them them to march 
up the hill \r)i'> the school house, there 
to resii' daily pursuit (»f Unowl- 

oflge. sail moment a loved 

form, insti!a<l of wending her wonted 
way to the schoolroom, was lingering 
in pain until the prayer — 

" Vital Biiark of heavenly flame, 
(jiiit, O ({uit this mortal frame, " 

was answered, and she was recoivnd 

into the loving arms of tho Saviour 

she BO dearly loved here bojow. 

AltboDgb it was known that Mis« 



to her duties, few wcr( 
serious nature of her illness, and the 
announcement thai she was gone was 
received with mingled incredulity, con- 
sternation and sorrow. 

The next morning, at chnpel service, 
the chair which she so punctually 
occupied in attending tho daily wor- 
ship, was heavily draped in mourning 
in token of a sad vacancy. Dr. CJillett 
related the closing scenes of her life. 
She died as she lived — a sincere Chris- 
tian and a devoted-friend cf those for 
whom she sacrificed her life. She 
used her dying breath to send them this 
loving message : " Give my love to 
them, and tell them to be good." 

Dr. Gillett said that his feelings 
prompted him to suspend tho school- 
work for the day, but he thought it 
wiser to quitely go on with tho work, as 
that would show more respect to (he 
memory of their friend, than to grant 
them a holiday to be devot-id to idle- 
ness, noise and play. 

So the forenoon was spent in the 
usual routine way. At 1.30 p.m., the 
pupils of both sexes stood facing each 
other on both sides of the walk 
loading from the front eiilranco 
of the main building to the front 
entrance of tho pcliool building, 
riie metallic casket containing 
tlio lifelos form was slowly borne 
between the file, and placed in the 
front hall of tho school building. The 
pupils passed along, and took their 
l.ast look at all that remained of a 
friend they dearly loved. Then tliey 
filed up into the chapel, wIkjto the 
funeral service was conducted by the 
Pastor of her church. i)v. Gillett in- 
terprotefl the 8<Mvice. 

Dr. tiillett took tho evening train 
for Chicogo with tho casket (iontiiining 
the remains. He expects to meet two 
sisters of the deceased, who were on 
on their way to see her before she 
died. 

The teachers held a meeting to give 
expression of their Simtimenls on the 
occasion. Mr. Hrock, Mit-s Ilicliiirds 
and Miss Patten, wore appointed a 
committee to make up a suitable ex- 
pression of the feelings of the teiu-li 
ers. It was resolved to telegraph to 
Hartford, and have a floral tribute 
procured at tho expense of tho teach- 
ers as a token of their love and es 
teem.

At 7 :30 I'. M., jirccisely, Wednes- 
day, 2l8t inst., a deaf-mute dinlo wiis 
seen strolling up IGtli Slieit from 
Union S(|uui'e. He wore the regula- 
tion pants, tooth-pick slioes, lemon- 
colored overcoat, and soup-tureen 
hat. 

After taking off liis singlo eye-glass 
HO that ho coiild see, lie found lie was 
correct, that lie arrived at liO West 
18th Street, the rooms of the Catliolit 
Literary and Bonovolont Union. 
After attempting to put on his eye- 
glass again, in whickelTert ho drop- 
ped hisfcano and linally succeeded in 
ascending tho steps without accident, 
with the exception of Htubliiiig his 
lof^H agaiuHt the railing, which made 
liim howl with i)ain. 

Failing in tho altemiit, much to his 
dJHniay, to pass olT a button as a 
dime, on the door keeper, lie liy groat 
effort raked up nine cents, wliicli the 
door-kee]>er kindly a<lded the de- 
licieiicy, and he, to his joy, hopped 
inside. 

The occasion was tho lecture by 
Thomas F. Fox before the Union, 
on the " Wonders of the Huniiui 
Mind." Hy actual count tlKire were 
exactly (ifty-two deaf-mutes iirfsniil., 
not including the dude, and one-half 
of tlioHc were ladies. 

Tho lecture was to secure contribu- 
tions to the Poet Bust Fund, and ten 
cents admission fee was charged. 

At 8:1 '», President IluHsell mount- 
ed the rostrum, and opened the meet- 
ing with a f(!W words of introduction, 
Mr. Fox's remarks were delivered in a 
graceful and interesting manner. He 
dwelt on the woudeiful feats of 
memory of some of tlio greatest men 
of the world — many of these being 
done without any seeming elTort. Ho 
told of Macaulay, the great KngUsh 
writer, who ono day liappciicd to 
hear a song which took his fancy. 
Fifty years after, lifl sang llio song 
from memory, though during that in- 
terval, he had written some of his 
greatest works, lie also mentioned 
the wondcM-ful feat of the Abho Fruir, 
one of tho characters in Alexander 
Dumas' " Monte Cristo." Ho said 
llioiigh probably all the other cliunic- 
teiH are mere fabrications, this 
one is f(mnded on fact. The abbe, 
owing to bis sympiitliy with the pro- 
tender. Napoleon I., was on his over- 
throw, cast into one of the dungeons of 
the Chat.eau de'If. He had never seen 
the outside of tho walls — having been 
taken there on a dark night. For 
ten years, ho labored at what his 
keepers thought to be tlio imagina- 
tion of a tnaniac, but which was in 
truth a plan of tho prison ilrnwii on 
the floor. With this plan and the aid 
of a chisel made by himself, be jiierc- 
ed througii fifty feet of wall, but, alusl 
his calculations were wion^ by half 
an inch, and ho died in prison (tio- 
mcndous applaiiso from tho dude). 
Ho also told of stranger tricks of 
memory of an old graiiilniol.li(!r who 
Ibougbt sbo bad lost her speclacles, 
and after hunting for iheni for an hour 
orsoand spankingall tliecliiidren, (Ind 
them snugly rep'tsiiig on her forehead, 
where she had lifted them ; of men 
wlio could repent wliolo book.s without 
an error from niernory, and so the 
lecturer went on, now a funny story, 
now a startling feat. 

At the conclusion, the lecturer was 
applauded and tendered a vote of 
thanks. (Here tho dude hastily ad- 



liiid forgotten lii.s defeclivo vi,sion) 

It being late, Ibo nieeling then ad- 
journed. Among the ladies jnofent 
were Misses I'nidenco Lcfwis, Miss 
Uacliael Mcllviiine, Miss Eva Batz, 
Miss Myra ]a Barniger, Miss Mary 
Liebel, Miss A. Kinney, Mrs. Pownnll, 
Mrs. Colby, MisH Calcine H. Felver, 
Miss Campbell, Miss \'\ Kelly, MIhi?

Homicide by a Deaf-Mate. 

HE BEATS HIS WIFE AND SHE DIES 
OF THE IN.TUHIES RECEIVED. 

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 24.— Monday 
night Mrs. Lucy Cornell, wife of a 
deaf-mute, was found on the streets 
siifTeriiig from a severe chastisement 
administered by her husband. As 
people apiiroaciied her a man motion- 
ed to them to leave, but th'o loud 
groans emanating from the woman 
nduc«d them to disregard tho man's 
request to go away, and when they 
readied tho prostrate woman tho man 
ran away. Mr.*. Cornell staled that 
her liiishaiul had been drinking and 
beat lier with a stick; tlieii he knocked 
lier down and stamped on her sto- 
mach. The woman was taken home, 
and pleaded so for her husband that 
lie was not arrested. He gave every 
evidence of repontanoe, and waited on 
her tondorly. She continued to grow 
worse and he walked tho floor wring- 
ing his hands and crying bitterly, and 
when at last Mrs. Cornell seemed 
easier ho waa almost beside himself 
with joy. He procured what deli- 
cacies liis purse could secure, and with 
his own hands made the medicine she 
drank. 

Tiato Thursday night his wife was 
informed that she could not recover, 
and that tho lime for hor death was 
not far distant. Cornell cried bitter- 
ly and begged Ins wife to live for his 
sake, but she shook her head. Sho 
said to Cornell that she forgave him 
freoly and that she still loved him, 
and sho began to prr.y. 'i'he solem- 
nity of tho occasion was too much for 
Cornell, and seizing his hat, ho ran 
out of the house. About 4 o'clock he 
returned atid found his wife easy. 
Seating himself beside lirr, ho cauglit 
her hands and began cbating them. At 
'.I o'clock this morning she turned to 
Cornell and said that she was dying, 
and in a few momonis breathed her 
last With tho woman's parting 
breath Cornell sprang to his feet and 
hurriedly left the house, and up to 
tho iircsont time liiu not been arrested. 
At the autopsy to-day it was shown 
that tiie woman's entrails were hor- 
ribly lacerated by the kicking sho had 
received. Her stomach was a mass 
of jolly.

Denver, November 15. — Colorado 
Springs has been all broke up reoont- 
ly in regard to a clash of authority 
concerning the management of the 
Deaf and Dumb Instilution at that 
place, and the interests of thi« bene- 
volent and humane Institution are 
likely to be the sufferers from too 
much management or too many 
managers. It is the old adage veri- 
tiod that too many cooks spoil the 
broth. The law governing tho school 
very unwisely divides tho authority 
between tho principal of the school, 
the Steward and Matron, and Board 
of Trustees. There has been more or 
less wrangling and blood on this ac- 
count every ye.ar since tho school was 
established, and if the law can't bo 
amended so as to ]iut a head to tho 
school, tho sooner it is abol'shod the 
better for the ta.\ payers and all con- 
cerned. 

Dr. R. G. Buckingham, of Denver, 
is President of the Board of Trustees, 
and a Mr. White, a banker, partner 
of Jackson and Dr. (?) Curry, of 
Colorado Springs, are the resident or 
managing liTistoes. The great trou- 
ble existing heretofore, which put

with many acquainted with it, induc- 
ed the Board lo sent abroad for a 
competent man to take charge of the 
school. Professor S. T. Walker, of 
Jacksonville, 111., a gentleman of 
long experience in the deaf mute 
school at that place — one of the best 
in the country, by the way — was in- 
duced lo accept tho position of sui>er- 
intendeiit on the express condition 
that ho should have entire control of 
tho Institution. A Mr. G. Failor (it 
should properly have a "u" in the 
name) and his better half, who seems 
to be very much that way, were em- 
ployed as Steward and Matron. They 
were perfectly green in the business, 
but it seems as soon as the Matron 
began to learn ao that she could talk 
a few plain sontcDces witli her lingers, 
she began to be ambitious for more 
authority. 

Slie began to interfere with the 
affairs that had boon loft to Professor 
Walker in such a way that the Profes- 
sor soon had to kick. In tho meantime 
she had, it seems, made tho resident 
'L'rusteos believe that she know bet- 
ter how to manage a school than 
the Professor, who has spent the best 
years of his life in tho business, on 
the same jirincipio, no doubt, that 
somo people who never struck a type 
or wrote a grantmatical sentence }>i"e- 
sumo to instruct an editor how to 
run a newspajicr. In a short time 
tho Trustees also undertook to boss 
tho job, and the upshot was more 
ill-feeling, which culminated a few 
days ago in Profossor Walker offering 
his resignation, which was at once 
accepted and a 16-year old pupil put 
in charge of the school, A Chieftain 
reporter interviewed Professor Walker 
on Thursday, and it was amusing to 
hoar him tell of the many littlo con- 
temptiblo things they did in order to 
oxaspeiavto him until he was forced, 
out of self-respect, to resign a posi- 
tion for wliich he was receiving a 
salary at tho rate of #1,500 year. 

The Professor had brought with 
him a tirst-cUiss teacher named E. C. 
Campbell, from Jacksonville, who al- 
so resiened as soon as Mr. Walker's 
resignation wiwHioceptcd. Tho pupils 
of tho school gathered about him on 
the piazza of tho buildin^if, and o.\- 
pressed great regret at his leaving, 
when the man Failor ordered Catnp- 
bell to leave immediately. He was 
silling on tho piazza railing, some 
ten feet above tho ground, and not 
seeming in a hurry to go, Failor

if did not leave at once, and accompa- 
nied the threat by laying hold of the 
teacher. Campbell jiimped down and 
knocked Failor down, and was pro- 
ceeding to punish him, when the Trus- 
tees, who were in t'le building at the 
time, rxished out and separated the 
belligerents. Mr. Campbell had the 
"Failure" arrested, and lie w;is fined 
for the assault by Justice. Pixley. This 
is the present status of the affair, and 
it is a pretty light jus it stands. It ia 
more than liinteil that there is jobbery 
in connection witn the management, 
and that a more complacent head than 
Professor Walker, who ia a high-toned 
gcntloman, would better suit a littlo 
Colorado Springs ling who hope to 
thrive by running a State institution. 
I am informed that Governor Grant 
and Professor Shat tuck both sympa- 
thize with Professor Walker, and the 
Governor would no doubt best servo 
tho interests of tho State and tho 
school by removing tho meddlesome 
trustees and Amazonian matron and 
her weak spouse, who seem to bo tlie 
foundation of the trouble. It is one 
of tho coses that demands a full 
investigation, and I mistake the nerve 
and teunHT of l^iovornor Grant if he 
does not have a committee of disin- 
tcresled jx'rsons to probe the disgrace- 
ful matter and let tho blame rest 
where it will. This is an institution 
sustained by the tax payors of tho 
Sftato, and should be something more 
than a source of revenue to a coterie 
of greedy one-horse trtwlera at Colora- 
do Springs. The Jiej}HMic is out- 
spoken in regard to tho assininc, med- 
dlesome mai\agemont of the resident

Mv Dear Mk. Hoooson : — Before I 
start for Komney, West Va., I will 
send you some news of interest. 
Last Tuesday night I had a service 
in St. Ann's chapel, Lowt'll, Mass., 
there being seven or eight deaf muteM 
present. Among" thern were Mrs. 
Wright and Miss West. I was sorry 
to miss my friend Miss Laflerty from 
the meeting. The clergyman who 
kindly place<l the chapel at my dis- 
posal, is a young gentleman. Ilis 
father was born in Richmond, Va., 
and was a preacher, and so were his 
brother and brothei -in-law. 

L'lst Wednesday night I met my 
appointment in New Haven, Conn., 
on time. The officiating clergyman 
did very well as an interpreter, to my 
great satisfaction. There was » good 
number of deaf-mules, among whom 
were Messrs. Leek, Iligcr, and Mc- 
Cue, and Mrs. Leek, and Misses 
.Stoffel, Axt and C'lnco. They seeojcd 
pleawid with the service, and said they 
would be glad if I could conveniently 
come for tlieir benefit oftener. 

About an hour after the service I 
took passage on a splendid steamboat 
for New York, and soon retired to my 
stateroom much f-itigued. No wen- 
der 1 slept soundly ana sweetly dur- 
ing the whole passage. I found myself 
much refreshed when I opened my 
eyes. The b jal had leiched her wharf 
in New York a long time before. 

The same morning, I broke bread 
with Dr. Gallandet and his bright 
family, after which I went to the 
Institution on business. 

The same afternoon, I was much 
surprises! to meet a Louisville mil- 
lionaire, who talked to me in the sign- 
language like a deaf-mute. He has 
ncvf^r forgotten the sigiM which he 
learned on the lap of his deaf and 
dumb mother, now deceased. He is 
one of the most influential citizetis in 
Louisville, Ky., and supports his two 
sisters with five thousand dollars 
yearly. He feels a de<'p interest in 
the spiritual welfare of his deaf mute 
fellow citizens.

The trustees of the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum have drawn up their annual 
report of the Institution under their 
charge and will submit it, together 
with the reports of the officers, to 
Governor Foster this morning. The 
report opens up with the statement 
that the school has gone through 
another year of prosperity and effi- 
cient work in the benevolent enterprise 
it\ educating and imparting habits of 
industry to the unfortunate class 
placed under charge of the trustees. 
The requests of the superinlepdent for 
appropriations to meet the future 
wants of the Institution are heartily 
indorsed, the trustees not being able 
to foresee how the efficiency of the In- 
stitution can be kept up unless the 
sums asked are granted. The build- 
ing being the oldest of the State Insti- 
tutions, it needs more to keep it in re- 
pair than do the others, and the ap- 
propriation for the laht year was too 
small. In regird to the industrial 
departments connected with the Insti- 
tution, it is said that the carpenter 
shop is doing all of the carpenter work 
and repairing about the building and 
makes all the boxes for transporting 
books and documents for the stale de- 
partments. The shoe shop is doing 
all the men<rmg, and. to an extent, 
the making of boots for the inmates 
of the iiiHtitutioii. With the appro- 
orialion asked for ail of the manufac 
tiiring for the asylum cm be done here. 
The boot and shoo mending for the 
inmates, as well as the clothes provid- 
ed by sewing department, are charged 
to the parents of the pupils and the 
proceeds accounted for to the auditf^r 
of state. A statement is m ide in re- 
gard to the letting of the contrsicts 
for the steam heating, and the work is 
said to be satisfactory. The addi- 
tional j;as main, laid from the peniten- 
tiary to the asylum, adds much to the 
illiiininaling facilities and meets a de- 
cideil want. The fountain in front of 
the building was replaced by a larger 
and more substantial one, and adds 
much to the beaufy of the grounds. 
The cost of the improvement, amount- 
ing to %'>.M., was paid out of the Mat- 
thew Ru-tt'ell fund. Reference is made 
to the ehction of Professor Ainasa 
Pratt to the soperintendency of the 
institution, the resignation of Miss 
Minnie O'Hyde and the election of 
Miss Blanche Filler as teacher, the re- 
signalioQ on account of ill health of 
Miss Hattie E. Coggeshel) as teacher 
of articulation, and the appointment 
of Miss Annie Chidester to her posi- 
tion. The other changes were the re- 
signation of Mr. James Park. Mr. 
I'lumb M. Park and Miss Clara Reed, 
and the apnointment to the respective 
places of Messrs. R. P. McGregor, 
Park Terrel and L. Odebrecbt. In 
regard to Superintendent Pratt, it is 
said: "He is a graduate of Williams 
College, and has taught in the Deaf 
and Dumb Institution in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and in the Deaf and 
Dumb Institution in California. Mr. 
Pratt, since entering upon his duties 
in this institution, has given evidence 
of fine executive ab-ility and thorough- 
ness in the work. The board f(!ol as- 
sured that they have made no mis 
taken in his selection to discharge the 
arduous and responsible (hilies of the 
position." 

Sui»erint<;ndent Pratt, in his report, 
refers to the gratification to be derived 
from noticing the rapid progress in 
knowledge of tbo deaf and dumb 
pupils under his charge, and says that 
they, although coming to the insti- 
tution with no means of communicat- 
ing with their friends and with no 
knowledge of any law, human or di- 
vine, are sent out, after seven years of 
pupilage, intelligent and responsible 
members of society, capable of enjoy- 
ing all the blessings of life and of 
taking positions by the side of their 
more favored fellows. The whole 
number enrolled since the opening of 
the present school year is 410, of 
whom 22.'} are bf>ys and 187 girls. 
The number in allendanco since the 
making of the last report has been 
^h. The only counties in the state 
not represented are Adams and Car 
rol. 'Those having the largest re- 
presentation are as follows : Butler, 
10 ; Cuyahoga, 24 ; Franklin, S-l ; 
Hamilton, 5C ; Licking 10 ; Lucas, 
14; Miami, 10; Montgomery, 15;

other institution in the state. The 
expense account, therefore, should 
be credited with the cost of 
supplying the bindery with heat and 
steam. This has been two fifths of 
the total expense of heating and steam 
power, which was $71.38. This per 
cent, amounting to $2885,20, and 
$927.40 receipts from the shoe shop 
and $2855 88 money received for rail- 
road fares and for clothing furnished 
should be de'1ti<f<<l from the total cost 
of running i i ution. The yearly 

cost per capu,it vv,i,-i um follows: On ac- 
count of current expenses, $123 39; 
oiir.-ent expense and repair account, 
$139.29; current expense and repair 
account and salaries, $186.96. The 
fire department has been organized 
with Mr. Lewis Fleimiken, the super- 
visor, as chief, and twelve of the 
older pupils as the company. A new 
fire reel has been ordered, and is pro- 
mised by January 1st, 1884. The two 
rooms over the hose department and 
store house have been fitted up as 
dormitories for the company, so that 
they may be ready at a moment's no 
tice in case of tire. E. .J. Scott, a 
graduate of the Institution, prints and 
publishes a neat weekly paper, for 
circulation among the mutes of the 
Institution. There is connected with 
tbo office a job department, but the 
great drawback -iv-tfae lack of sufli- 
cient work to keep the boys employed. 
It is suggesred that the Legislature 
authorize the Institution to bid for 
the execution of some part' of the 
Sthte printing, ot make some other 
provision to provide the boys will 
work. Mutes, it is said, make excel 
lent compositors. The shoe shop 
does work equal to any liand 
made work in the country. It is un 
der the foremanship of P. P. Pratt, a 
graduate of the institution. It is sng 
gested that an appropriation bo mudt 
so that the slio|> may manufacture all 
the boots and shr)es for the institution 
The carpenter shop is presided over 
by .T. W. Keen. The girls of the 
institution, under the direction <)f the 
assistant matron, Mrs. S. R. Buckland, 
assisted by Misses Maginnis and Wil- 
liamson, have made very much of the 
bedd>;tg nwd S^ 'b« dormitories, and 
considerable of the clothes, and have 
done all of the mending. Fifteen 
girls and twenty-live boys have b(;en 
employed two hours per day receiving 
instruction and assisting in the work 
in the bindery. The number (tmjiloy 
ed at present in the printing office it 
36 ; in the shoe shop, 41 ; and in the 
carpenter shot) 28 ; in the sewing 
room, 30, and in the bindery, 2 
The girls make the beds in all the 
dormitories and also do considerable 
work in the laundry and dining rooms. 
The smaller boys sweep the halls and 
assist in keeking the grounds clean. 
The improvi»ruentH, which were describ- 
ed at the time of their being made, are 
referred to and the wants of the insti- 
tution enumerated as follows : Cur
